“That the inherency and the infallL 
{ality of the Bible are no longer possi­ 
ble of belief among reasoning men.’ 
This proposition, 
the acceptance of 
which will tear away the fnndamental 
pillar of Methodist theology, was urged 
m all force, sincerity and enthusiasm 
recently by Rev. 8. P. Cadman, pastor 
of the Metropolitan temple, before the 
regular weekly meeting of the Metho- 
gjgt ministers of New York 
Mr. Cad- 
y n’fl paper was one of a series upon 
Bible criticism. 
As Mr. Cadman himself said, the Bi­ 
ble was accepted as the true source of 
authority and inspiration by Martin 
Lather when he established the Protes­ 
tant church. Luther made the Scripture 
the base of all faith. It is now proposed 
to abandon the teachings of the early 
fathers of the Protestant church 
The 
vpeaker referred to the Old Testament, 
half of whose pages, he said, were of 
acknown authorship. 
The New Testa­ 
ment likewise contained contradictions 
The Bible, the church, the ministry, he 
■aid, were agencies. The true source of 
inspiration was neither a book nor a 
church nor a ministry, but the living 
Christ himself. 
Mr. Cadman insists 
that whatever the church may decide 
on the question in the future it will 
not destroy the belief in the chief and 
final source of Christian inspiration—a 
belief in Christ, the Son of God. 
In 
taking up his subject the preacher stated 
the proposition which he would prove— 
“that the inherency and the infallibili­ 
ty of the Bible are no longer possible of 
belief among reasoning m en." 
The speaker referred to the great 
change which had taken place in the 
methods of Bible criticism within the 
last RO years 
There should no longer 
beany confusion between literary crit­ 
icism and the criticism of inspiration 
It had been said in former times by au­ 
thorities of weight that the two criti­ 
cisms conflicted 
This was not true 
They were not on the same plane. 
In­ 
spiration appealed to the spiritual ear 
Literary criticism was addressed to an 
ascertainment of facts from a human 
standpoint 
The Bible, he said, was 
compiled much as is any other liook. It 
was written from the records and w it­ 
nesses of the time, and it had been im­ 
possible to determine the authorship of 
much of the Old Testament. Half of it* 
pages, said Mr. Cadman. were of un­ 
known authorship 
The same was in a 
measure true of the New Testament 
Matthew. Mark. Luke and John differed 
in quoting words said to have been pro­ 
nounced by Christ upon a given occa­ 
sion Parallel passages were not alike. 
Mr. Cadman referred to that much 
discussed question of Christ’s reference 
to the miracle of Jonah and the whale. 
Those who have taken the Old Testa­ 
ment in its entirety, believing all and 
every part of it. have based their theol­ 
ogy in part upon Christ’s reference to 
Jonah when, in Matthew xii, 39 and 
40, he said 
“ But be answered and 
■aid unto them 
‘An evil and adulter­ 
ous generation seeketh after a sign, and 
there shall no sign be given to it but 
the sign of the prophet Jonas 
For, as 
Jonas was three days and three nights 
rn the whale s belly, so shall the Son of 
man lie three davs and nights iii the 
bean of the ear til. ” There had been, 
the preacher said, a great conflict upon 
this speech of C hrist’s. It had been par­ 
ticularly a bone of contention because, 
as a matter of fact. Christ did not re­ 
main in the earth three days aud three 
nights, but two nights and a day 
The speaker said that the trend of 
thought in the Methodist church dur­ 
ing the last 50 years had been toward a 
better knowledge and a nearer view of 
Christ himself rather than of the Bible 
He said that there had been a vast in­ 
crease iu the number of the “ Lives of 
f hrist” in the last decade; that the 
anergy and force of Christ as the incur 
nation of God was becoming better un­ 
derstood every day He regarded as in­ 
evitable a restatement and a rejudg­ 
ment of the church upon the infallibili­ 
ty and inherency of the Bible 
The Bible itself gave authority for a 
belief that God was in the ocean, in ! 
the firmament, in the rocks 
Science s j 
contribution to the knowledge of man 
kind was hand iii hand with a belief in 
God 
By this statement he did not ^ 
mean to agree with those philosophers 
'vho had used tile word God as a peg ; 
OD which to hang their vagaries, but , 
nevertheless he believed in the demon j 
Aration of God in the seas, in the moun

A daring and ingenious plan for the 
demolish meat of the high brick walls 
which stand in the center of the Bald­ 
win hotel ruins at San Francisco- a 
menace to the lives of workmen and 
pedestrians —was invented and given a 
successful trial recently.

tached to a stout cord. 
The piece was 
aimed at a window at. the top of the 
rearw’all of the old theater, which stood 
about I OO feet high. The slug wTas tired 
through the window, trailing the cord 
after it A clothesline was then attach­ 
ed to the other end of the cord and 
pulled through the window’. 
A cable 
wTas then drawn through after the line 
and passed around the outside of the 
wall and back to the roof of the annex, 
where it was secured to a chimney.

Bible criticism . 
As Mr. C adm an him self said, the B i­ 
ble was accepted as th e tru e source of 
authority and in sp iratio n by M artin 
Lather when he established the Protes­ 
tant church. L u th e r m ade the Scripture 
the base of all faith . It is now proposed 
to abandon th e teachings of the early 
fathers of th e P ro te sta n t church 
The 
speaker referred to the Old Testam ent, 
half of whose pages, he said, were of 
acknown authorship. 
The New T esta­ 
ment likew ise contained contradictions 
The Bible, the church, the m inistry, he 
■aid, were agencies. The tru e source of 
inspiration w as n eith er a book nor a 
church nor a m in istry , but the living 
Christ him self. 
Mr. Cadm an 
insists 
that w hatever th e church m ay decide 
on the question in the fu tu re it will 
not destroy th e belief in the chief and 
final source of C h ristian inspiration-—a 
belief in C hrist, th e Son of God. 
In 
taking up his su b ject the preacher .stated 
the proposition w hich he would prove— 
“ that the inherency and the infallibili­ 
ty of the Bible are no longer possible of 
belief am ong reasoning m en .” 
The speaker referred to the great 
change w hich had taken place in the 
methods of Bible criticism w ithin the 
last 50 years 
T here should no longer 
beany confusion between literary c rit­ 
icism and the criticism of inspiration 
It had been said in form er tim es by a u ­ 
thorities of w eight th at the tw o c riti­ 
cisms conflicted 
T his was not tru e 
They were not on the same plane. 
In ­ 
spiration appealed to the spiritual ear 
Literary criticism was addressed to an 
ascertainm ent of facts from a hum an 
standpoint 
T he Bible, he said, was 
compiled m uch as is any other book. It 
was w ritten from the records and w it­ 
nesses of the tim e, aud it had been im ­ 
possible to determ ine the authorship of 
much of the Old Testam ent. H alf of its 
pages, said Mr. Cadm an. were of u n ­ 
known authorship 
The sam e was in a 
measure tru e of the New Testam ent. 
Matthew. M ark. Luke and John differed 
in quoting w ords said to huve been pro­ 
nounced by C hrist upon a given occa­ 
sion Parallel passages were not alike. 
Mr. Cadm an referred to th a t much 
discussed question of C h rist’s reference 
to the m iracle of Jonah and the whale. 
Those who have taken the Old T esta­ 
ment in its en tirety , believing all and 
every part of it. have based th eir theol­ 
ogy in p art upon C h rist’s reference to 
Jonah when, in M atthew xii, 39 and 
40, he said 
“ B ut he answ ered and 
■aid unto them 
‘A n evil and ad u lter­ 
ous generation seeketh afte r a sign, and 
there shall no sign be given to it but 
the sign of t he prophet Jonas. 
For, as 
Jonas was three days and three nights 
rn the whale s belly, so shall the Son of 
man lie th ree days and nights in the 
heart of the eartn. ’ ” 
T here had been, 
the preacher said, a g reat conflict upon 
this speech of C h rist’s. It had been p ar­ 
ticularly a bone of contention because, 
as a m atter of fact, C hrist did not re­ 
main in the ea rth three days aud three

and passed around the outside of the :

W hen all was in readiness, the street 
cars on M arket street were stopped, and 
all pedestrians were w arned aw ay to a 
sate distance. A t the first strain on the 
able the high wall trem bled as if dis­ 
turbed by an earthquake 
Successive 
tug* caused it to wave through an area 
f two or three feet before it gave way 
w ith a roar and the tons of brick, m or­ 
tar and tim bers fell w ith a crash and a 
cloud of dust to the ruins below.

m an w ith an ax had been stationed on j 
the outer walls, and as the mass fell it i 
was his dangerous part to cut the cable 
so as to save the blocks from being 
dragged into the falling mass.

m ainder of the walls will not be pulled 
down u n til the debris has been cleared 
aw ay.—San Francisco Chronicle.

•That the inherency and the infalli­ 
b l y of the Bible are no longer possi- 
llc of belief am ong reasoning m en.’ 
This proposition, 
the acceptance of 
which will tear aw ay the fundam ental 
pillar of M ethodist theology, was urged 
in all force, sincerity and enthusiasm 
recently by Rev. 8. P. Cadman, pastor 
*f the M etropolitan temple, before the 
regular weekly m eeting of the Metho­ 
dist ministers of New York 
Mr. Cad­ 
g in g paper was one of a series upon 
Bible criticism. 
As Mr. Cadm an himself said, the Bi­ 
ble was accepted as the tru e source of 
authority and inspiration by M artin 
Lather when he established the Protes­ 
tant church. L uther made the Scripture 
the base of all faith. It is now proposed 
to abandon the teachings of the early 
lathers of the Protestant church. 
The 
speaker referred to the Old Testament, 
fcalf of whose pages, he said, were of 
unknown authorship 
The New Testa­ 
ment likewise contained contradictions 
The Bible, the church, the m inistry, he 
laid, were agencies. The true source of 
inspiration was neither a book nor a 
church nor a m inistry, but the living 
Christ himself. 
Mr. Cadman insists 
that whatever the church may decide 
on the question in the fnture it will 
not destroy the belief in the chief and 
baal source of C hristian inspiration—a 
belief in Christ, the Son of God. 
In 
taking up his subject the preacher stated 
the proposition which he would prove— 
“that the inherency and the infallibili­ 
ty of the Bible are no longer possible of 
belief among reasoning m en.” 
The speaker referred to the great 
change which had taken place ih the 
methods of Bible criticism w ithin the 
last 50 years 
There should no longer 
beany confusion between literary crit­ 
icism and the criticism of inspiration 
it had been said in former times by au ­ 
thorities of w eight that the two c riti­ 
cisms conflicted 
This was not true 
They were not on tile same plane. 
In­ 
spiration appealed to the spiritual ear 
Literary criticism was addressed to an 
ascertainment of facts from a human 
standpoint, 
The Bible, he said, was 
compiler! much as is any other liook. It 
was written from the records and w it­ 
nesses of the tim e, and it had been im ­ 
possible to determ ine the authorship of 
much of the Old Testam ent Half of it* 
pages, said Mr. Cadman. were of un­ 
known authorship. 
The same was in a 
measure true of the New Testament. 
Matthew. Mark. Luke and John differed 
in quoting words said to have been pro­ 
nounced by C hrist upon a given occa­ 
sion Parallel passages were not alike. 
Mr. Cadman referred to that much 
discussed question of C hrist’s reference 
to the miracle of Jonah and the whale. 
Those who have taken the Old Testa­ 
ment in its entirety, believing all and 
every part of it. have based their theol­ 
ogy in part upon C hrist’s reference to 
Jonah when, in M atthew xii. 39 and 
d0, he said 
“ But he answered and 
■aid unto them 
‘An evil and adulter­ 
ous generation aeeketh after a sign, and 
there shall no sign be given to it but 
the sign of the prophet Jonas. 
For, as 
Jonas was three day* and three nights 
in the whale « belly, so shall the Son of 
man In* three days and nights iii the 
heart of the earth. ” There had been, 
the preacher said, a great conflict upon 
this speech of C hrist’s. It had been par­ 
ticularly a bone of contention because, 
as a m atter of fact, Christ did not re­ 
main in the earth three days and three 
nights, blit tw o nights aud a day 
The speaker said th at the freud of 
thought in the Methodist church dur­ 
ing the last 50 years had been toward a 
better knowledge and a nearer view of 
' brist himself rather than of the Bible 
He said th at there had been a vast in- 
* Tease in tho num ber of the “ Lives of 
Christ 
in the last decade; that the 
anergy and force of Christ as the incar­ 
nation of God was becoming better un 
derstood every day 
He regarded as in­ 
evitable a restatem ent and a rejudg- 
ment of the church upon the infallibili­ 
ty and inherency of the Bible 
The Bible itself gave authority for a 
belief that God was in the ocean, in 
the firmament, in the rocks 
Science s 
contribution to the knowledge of m an­ 
kind was ham! iii hand w ith a belief in 
frod 
By this statem ent he did not 
mean to agree w ith those philosophers 
" ho had used the word God as a peg 
on which to hang their vagaries, but 
nevertheless he believed in the demon 
Aration of God in the seas, in the moon 
ains. in the various forms of life on 
’hi* planet There were means of salva 
tion outside of and beyond and before 
Hie Bible 
God had saved souls before 
the Bible was w ritten 
That m ust be 
‘'onceded by every one 
The Bible wa-

A daring and ingenious plan for the 
deniolishment of the high brick walls 
which stand in the center of the Bald­ 
win hotel mins at San Francisco—a 
menace to the lives of workmen and 
pedestrians -w as invented aud given a 
successful trial recently. It was at first 
thought that it would be necessary to 
resort to the use of dynamite to wreck 
these walls for removal, but a small 
whaler s two pound cannon, a liberal 
quantity of cable and the application of 
the simplest laws of mechanics in the 
use of the block and tackle have been 
found to be as efficacious and quick a 
remedy without the attendant dangers 
of the use of explosives. 
A small harpoon gun was secured the 
other morning and mounted upon a I 
platform built from the annex roof. 
It ! 
was loaded with a rig after the fashion 
of a life line, consisting of a slug at- j 
tached to a stout cord. 
The piece was 
aimed at a window at the top of the 
rear wall of the old theater, which stood 
about IOO feet high. The slug was fired I 
through the window, trailing the cord 
after it A clothesline was then attach­ 
ed to the other end of the cord and j 
pulled through the window. 
A cable 
was then drawn through after the line I 
and passed around the outside of the 
wall and back to the roof of the annex, 
where it was secured to a chimney. 
A ; 
block and tackle arrangement of eight I 
pulleys was made, and 12 men were j 
put on the end of a rope for a tug of j 
war with the wall 
When all was in readiness, the street 
cars on Market street were stopped, and 
all pedestrians were warned away to a 
safe distance. At the first strain on the 
cable the high wall trembled as if dis­ 
turbed by an earthquake. 
Successive 
tugs caused it to wave through ail area 
of two or three feet before it gave way 
with a roar and the tons of brick, mor­ 
tar and timbers fell with a crash and a 
cloud of dust to the ruins below. 
A 
man with an ax had been stationed on 
the outer walls, and as the mass fell it 
was his dangerous part to cut the cable 
so as to save the blocks from being 
dragged into the falling mass. 
The re­ 
mainder of the walls will not be pulled 
down until the debris has been cleared 
San Francisco Chronicle.

leon. The work is entitled “ St. Helena 
An U npublished Journal, 1815-181*. ’ 
General Baron Gourgaud. 
Gaspard G ourgaud was born in ITH:? 
n Versailles. 
A dopting a m ilitary ca­ 
reer, hi1 distinguished him self at Ulm. 
at the taking of Vienna, al Austerlitz, 
where he was wounded; at Ratisbon 
and at Wagram,. 
In 1811 Napoleon 
made him an officer of 
ordnance. 
Though wounded at Smolensk, lie was 
m*-' first to enter the Krem lin, where he 
destroyed a m ine which would have 
blown tip the emperor and all his innards, 
p - this exploit he was made a baron of 
th* empire. 
On Jan. 29, 
I Hi 4, at 
jBrienne, be killed a Cossack who had 
aimed a sword at the em peror’s breast. 
After this exploit his rise was rap:-; 
and he was a brigadier general when 
Napoleon chose him as one of the coin 
panions cf his exile at St. Helena. 
Such was the author of the journal 
which is now published to the world 
Montholon. Las Cases, O’Meara, H od­ 
ges, Lowe ami m any others have re­ 
counted each from his own point of 
view the extraordinary dram a which 
was played to the end on those rock} 
ftnd alm ost desolate shores. 
But Gour­ 
gand, on account of his youth, his in­ 
genuousness and his services in th e 
past was the nearest of all to Napoleon 
Eh* 'hared with Las Cases the duties of 
private secretary, and the m ighty exile 
look opportunity during the intervals 
.i labor to speak frankly and freely of 
(he glories and blunders of bis own ca­ 
ret r. These conversations, carefully pre- 
•ttrved, form the chief historical value 
f Gourgaud’a memoirs. Au interesting 
Attract from the journal about one of 
the** conversations w ith Gourgaud is 
us follows: 
An extremely curious conversation 
revealed 
Napoleon’s 
religious ideas 
“ Monge, Berthollet and Laplace,” he 
rvaid. “are tru e atheists. 
I believe that 
man was produced by the atmosphere 
of the earth, warmed by the sun and 
combined w ith the electric fluids. W hat 
arc animals -a cow, for example - if 
not organic m atter t Well, when one 
reflects that we have a constitution 
eery similar, are we not authorized to 
think that m an is only m atter better 
organized aud in an almost perfect 
state? Perhaps some day beings will be 
born whose m atter will be even more 
perfect. 
“ W here is the soul of a child, of a 
lunatic? The soul follows the physique 
It grows in the child; it w ithers in the 
old man. If it is im m ortal, it must 
have existed before us. 
Is it deprived 
of memory? On the other hand, how 
explain thought? See, at this moment 
while I am speaking to you I carry m y­ 
self back to the Tuileries. 
I see it. 
I 
see Paris. 
It was in this way th at I 
formerly explained presentim ents. 
’I im agine the hand reproaching the 
eye for lying when the latter affirmed 
that it saw for miles. The hand object 
**d, ’I can see only a distance of two 
feet.

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CRITICISM OF THE BIBLE

Dr. Cadman’s Advanced 
Views on Its Infallibility. 


HE REGARDS IT AS AN AGENCY.

This proposition, 
the acceptance of 
which will tear away the fundamental 
pillar of Methodist theology, was urged 
ut all force, sincerity and enthusiasm 
recently by Rev. 8. P. Cadillac, pastor 
af the Metropolitan temple, before the 
regular weekly meeting of the Metho­ 
dist ministers of New York 
Mr. Caff­ 
l e n ’s paper was one of a series upon 
Bible criticism 
As Mr Cadman himself said, the Bi­ 
ble was accepted as the tru e source of 
m thority and inspiration by Martin 
Lather when he established the Protes­ 
tant church. L uth er made the Scripture 
the base of all faith. It is now proposed 
to abandon the teachings of the early 
fathers of the Protestant church 
The 
ipeaker referred to the Old Testament, 
half of whose pages, he said, were of 
unknown authorship 
The New Testa­ 
ment likewise contained contradictions. 
The Bible, the church, the ministry, he 
■aid, were agencies. The true source of 
inspiration was neither a book nor a 
church nor a ministry, but the living 
Christ himself. 
Mr. Cadman 
insists 
that whatever the church may decide 
on the question in the future it will 
not destroy the belief in the chief and 
final source of Christian inspiration—a 
belief in Christ, the Son of God. 
In 
taking up his subject the preacher stated 
the proposition which he would prove— 
“that the inherency and the infallibili­ 
ty of the Bible are no longer possible of 
belief among reasoning m en.” 
The speaker referred to the great 
change which had taken place in the 
methods of Bible criticism within the 
laat 50 years 
There should no longer 
beany confusion between literary crit­ 
icism and the criticism of inspiration 
It had been said iii former times by an 
then ti es of weight that the two criti­ 
cisms conflicted 
This was not true 
They were not on the same plane. 
In­ 
spiration appealed to the spiritual ear 
Literary criticism was addressed to an 
ascertainment of facts from a human 
standpoint 
The Bible, he said, was 
compiled much as is any other book. It 
was written from the records and w it­ 
nesses of the time, and it had been im­ 
possible to determine the authorship of 
much of the Old Testament 
Half of its 
pages, said Mr Cadman. were of un­ 
known authorship 
The same was in a 
measure true of the New Testament 
Matthew Mark. Luke and John differed 
in quoting words said to have been pro­ 
nounced by Christ upon a given occa­ 
sion 
Parallel passages were not alike. 
Mr. Cadman referred to that much 
discussed question of Christ's reference 
to the miracle of Jonah aud the whale. 
Those who have taken the Old Testa­ 
ment in its entirety, believing all aud 
•very part of it. have based their theol­ 
ogy in part upon Christ’s reference to 
Jonah when, in Matthew xii, H9 and 
to, he said 
“ But he answered and 
■md unto them 
‘An evil and adulter­ 
ous generation seeketh after a sign, and 
there shall no sign be given to it hut 
the sign of the prophet Jonas 
For, as 
Joints was three day* and three nights 
rn the whale s belly, so shall the Son of 
uiau Im three days and nights iii the 
bean of the earl a. 
There had been, 
the preacher *aid. a great conflict upon 
this speech of C h rist’s. It had been par­ 
ticularly a bone of contention because, 
a* a m atter of fact. Christ did not re­ 
main in the earth three days aud three 
eights, but two nights and a day 
The speaker said that the trend of 
thought in the Methodist church dur- 
!ng the last JO years had lieeu toward a 
better knowledge ami a nearer view of 
Christ himself rather than of the Bible 
He said that there had been a vast in- 
■ rease in the num ber of the “ Lives of 
Christ” in the last decade; that the 
anergy amt force of Christ as the incur 
oat ion of God was becoming better un 
d^rstood every day 
He regarded as in­ 
evitable a restatement and a rejudg 
ment of the church upon the infallibili­ 
ty and inherency of the Bible 
The Bible it'**lf gave authority for a 
belief that God was iii the ocean, in 
the firmament, in the rocks 
Science a 
'ontribution to the knowledge of man 
kind was hand in hand with a belief in 
God 
By this statement he did not 
mean to agree with those philosophers 
who had used the word God as a peg 
on which to hang their vagaries, but 
nevertheless he believed in the demob 
Aration of (Iud in the seas, in them ouu

IngH U toufc (Man F o r R e m o v i n g D a n - 
u e r o n a It u ln a o f K l r e t , 
A dining and ingenious plan for the 
demolish merit of the high brick walls 
which stand in the center of the Bald­ 
win hotel ruins at .San Francisco—a 
menace to the lives of workmen arid 
pedestrians —was invented and given a 
successful trial recently. It was at first 
thought that it would be necessary to 
resort to the use of dynamite to wreck 
these walls for removal, but a small 
whaler s two pound cannon, a liberal 
quantity of cable and the application of ! 
the simplest laws of mechanics in the I 
use of the block and tackle have been 
found to be as efficacious and quick a 
remedy without the attendant dangers 
of the use of explosives. 
A small harpoon gun was secured the 
other morning and mounted upon a 
platform built from the annex roof. 
It 
was loaded with a rig after the fashion 
of a life line, consisting of a slug at­ 
tached to a stout. cord. 
The piece was 
aimed at a window at the top of the 
rear wall of the old theater, which stood 
about IOO feet high. The slug was tired 
through the window, trailing the cord 
after it A clothesline was then attach­ 
ed to the other end of the cord and 
pulled through the window 
A cable 
was then drawn through after the line 
and passed around the outside of the 
wall and back to the roof of the annex, 
where it was secured to a chimney. 
A 
block and tackle arrangement of eight 
pulleys was made, and 12 men were 
put on the end of a rope for a tug of 
war with the wall 
When all was in readiness, the street 
cars on Market street were stopped, and 
all pedestrians were warned away to a 
sate distance. At the first strain on the 
cable the high wall trembled as if dis­ 
turbed by an earthquake. 
Successive 
tug- caused it to wave through an area 
of two or three feet before it gave way 
with a roar and the tons of brick, mor­ 
tar and timbers fell with a crash aud a 
cloud of dust to the ruins below. 
A 
man with an ax had been stationed on 
the outer walls, and as the rn ass fell it 
was his dangerous part to cut the cable i 
so as to save the blocks from being 
dragged into the falling mass. 
The re 
mainder of the walls will not be pulled 
down until the debris has been cleared 
away. -San Francisco Chronicle.

The source of elec­ 
tric power which is required in thaw ­ 
ing service pipes should be capable of 
producing 800 am peres of electric cur 
rent, w ith rn pressure of from 50 to OO 
volts. 
“ W henever several pipes in a city 
are frozen we advise th at the w ater 
works aud electric ligh t com panies be 
asked to join in the effort to fa cilita te 
the work of thaw ing. In Madison. W ie­ 
the price of thaw ing service pipes is or­ 
dinarily between $5 and $10 per pipe. 
“ It has been com puted th at 75 horse 
power is requ isite to thaw out w ithin 
80 m inutes a frozen m ain six inches in

“That the inherency and the infallB 
tiiity of the Bible are no longer possi- 
Ite of belief am ong reasoning m en.” 
This proposition, 
the acceptance of 
which will tear aw ay the frm dainental 
pillar of M ethodist theology, was urged 
Ui all force, sincerity and enthusiasm 
recently by Rev. 8. P. Cadman, pastor 
#f the M etropolitan temple, before the 
fggnlar weekly m eeting of the Metho­ 
dist ministers of New York 
Mr. Cad- 
siin's paper was one of a series upon 
Bible criticism 
As Mr. Cadm an himself said, the Bi­ 
sie was accepted as the tru e source of 
authority and inspiration by M artin 
Lather when he established the Protes­ 
tant church. L uther m ade the Scripture 
the base of all faith. It is now proposed 
to abandon the teachings of the early 
fathers of the P rotestant church 
The 
ipeaker referred to the Old Testam ent, 
kalf of whose pages, he said, were of 
•aknow n authorship 
The New Testa­ 
ment likewise contained contradictions. 
The Bible, the church, the m inistry, he 
■aid, were agencies. Tile true source of 
inspiration was neither a book nor a 
church nor a m inistry, but the living 
Christ himself. 
Mr. Cadman 
insists 
that whatever the church may decide 
on the question in the future it will 
not destroy the belief in the chief and 
final source of C hristian inspiration—a 
belief in Christ, the Son of God. 
In 
taking up his subject the preacher stated 
the proposition which he would prove— 
“that the inherency and the infallibili­ 
ty of the Bible are no longer possible of 
belief among reasoning men. 
The speaker referred to the great 
change which had taken place ih the 
methods of Bible criticism w ithin the 
last 50 years 
There should no longer 
beany confusion between literary crit­ 
icism and the criticism of inspiration 
It had been said in former tim es by au­ 
thorities of weight that tile two c riti­ 
cisms conflicted 
This was not true 
They were not on the same plane. 
In­ 
spiration appealed to the spiritual ear 
Literary criticism was addressed to an 
ascertainment of facts from a human 
standpoint 
The Bible, he said, was 
compiled much as is any other U>ok. It 
was written from the records and w it­ 
nesses of the tim e, and it had been im ­ 
possible to determ ine the authorship of 
much of the Old Testam ent 
Half of its 
pages, said Mr Cadman. were of un­ 
known authorship 
The same was in a 
measure true of the New Testam ent 
Matthew. Mark. Luke and John differed 
In quoting words said to have been pro­ 
nounced by C hrist upon a given occa­ 
sion Parallel passages were not alike. 
Mr. Cadman referred to th at much 
discussed question of Christ a reference 
to the m iracle of Jonah aud the whale. 
Those who have taken the Old Testa­ 
ment in its entirety, believing all aud 
•very part of it. have based their theol­ 
ogy in part upon C hrist’s reference to 
Jonah when, in M atthew xii. 39 and 
d0, he said 
“ But he answered and 
■aid unto them 
‘An evil and adulter­ 
ous generation seeketh after a sign, and 
there shall no sign fie given to it but 
the sigu of tilt prophet Jonas 
For, aa 
Jonas was three day* and three nights 
in the whale s belly, so shall the Soli of 
mail lie three days and nights iii the 
heart of the eat til. ” There had been, 
the preacher said, a great conflict upon 
this speedi of C hrist s. It had been par­ 
ticularly a lame of contention because, 
<»» a m atter of fact. Christ did not re­ 
main in the earth three days aud three 
nights, but tw o nights and a day 
The speaker said that the trend of 
thought in the Methodist church dur­ 
ing the last 50 years had been toward a 
better knowledge and a nearer view of 
* brist himself rather than of the Bible 
Be said that there had l>eeii a vast in­ 
crease iu tho num ber of the “ Lives of 
Christ 
in the last decade; that the 
energy and force of Christ as the incar­ 
nation of God was becoming better un 
derstood every day 
He regarded as in­ 
evitable a restatem ent aud a rejudg 
®eut of the church upon the infallible- 
tv aud inherency of the Bible 
The Bible itself gave authority for a 
belief that God wa* in the ocean, in 
the firmament in the rocks 
Science a 
(*ontributton to the knowledge of man 
‘‘iud was hand in hand w ith a belief in 
<i©d 
By this statem ent he did not 
mean to agree w ith those p h ilo so p h ers 
NS bo had used the word God as a peg 
°n which to hang their vagaries, but 
bevelt bel ess he believed in the demon 
"’t ation of God in the seas, iii the monn 
ains. in the various forms of bf® on 
bi*4 planet 
There were means of Halva 
Hon outside of and beyond aud before 
th# Bible 
God had saved souls before 
th# Bible was w ritten

I ■ K** it Ioii* P l a n F o r H e m o v i n g D a n - 
a e r o n * Ruin* of Fire*. 
A daring and ingenious plan for tile 
demolish merit of the high brick walls 
which stand in the center of the Bald­ 
win hotel ruins at San Francisco- a 
menace to the lives of workmen and 
pedestrians -was invented and given a 
successful trial recently. It was at first 
thought that it would be necessary to 
resort to the use of dynamite to wreck 
these walls for removal, but a small 
whaler’s two pound cannon, a liberal 
quantity of cable and the application of 
the simplest laws of mechanics in the 
use of the block and tackle have been 
found to be as efficacious and quick a 
remedy without the attendant dangers 
of the use of explosives. 
A small harpoon gun was secured the 
other morning and mounted upon a 
platform built from the annex roof. 
It 
was loaded with a rig after the fashion 
of a life line, consisting of a slug at­ 
tached to a stout cord. 
The piece was 
aimed at a window at the top of the 
rear wall of the old theater, which stood 
about IOO feet high. The slug was tired 
through the window, trailing the cord 
after it 
A clothesline was then attach­ 
ed to the other end of the cord and 
pulled through the window 
A cable 
was then draw n through atter the line 
and passed around the outside of the 
wall and back to the roof of the annex, 
where it was secured to a chimney. 
A 
block and tackle arrangement of eight 
pulleys was made, and 12 men were 
put on the end of a rope for a tug of 
war with the wall 
When all was iii readiness, the street 
cars on Market street were stopped, and 
all pedestrians were warned away to a 
sate distance. At the first strain on the 
caille the high wall trembled as if dis­ 
turbed bv an earthquake 
Successive 
lug* caused it to wave through an area 
of two or three feet before it gave way 
with a roar and the tons of brick, mor­ 
tar and timbers fell with a cra*h and a 
cloud of dust to the ruins below 
A 
man with an ax had been stationed on 
the outer walls, and as the mass fell it 
was his dangerous part to cut the cable 
so as to save the blocks from being 
dragged into the falling rn aaa. 
The re 
mainder of the walls will not be pulled 
down until the debris has been cleared 
aw ay.—San Francisco Chronicle.
